YORK, June 13.—The first air 


• line express to Philadelphia by the upper 
route went through on »chedule time to a 
minute, but on his return trip, Charles 
K, Hamilton seemed to miss his way, and 
turned southeast at Metuchen 
toward 


Princess Bay. 
The special train that was 


following him lost sight of him a few 
minutes later at Menlo park and there 
was no further-news of him until the 
telegraph wires brought the brief news: 


"Hamilton stuck in the swamps at 


Perth Amboy." 


fuller advices later established the 


fnot 'that Hamilton had landed on tho 
south shore of the Raritan river, two 
miles'above Perth Amboy. His descent 
was deliberate- and he was not hurt, nor 
did it appear at first sight thhat his aero- 
plane was damaged. 
: The-fact is that Hamilton had made 
hift journey from Governor's Island to 
Philadelphia with but 
seven 
cylinders 


working. His eighth cylinder went out 
of commission when he was at a height 
of 1 500 feet above the harbor. Never- 
theless the first leg of the trip was in 
every way a. most remarkable success. 
Hamilton traveled tho 
88 miles from 


Governor's Island to the aviation field at

one hour nnd 


fifty minutes.

Pennsylvania railroad, traveling with al- 
most lightning speed. According to his 
program, lie Hew from Governor's Island 
to South Island, X. J., where the. train 
was awaiting his appearance. From that 
point town after town along the line re- 
ported the ii.in.n7.ing .fact that the train 
had passed "with Hamilton flying di- 
rectly over it."

The policy of the Chicago- and North- 


western railway company reducing the 
number of its enip!oyes~is affecting the 
Chic-igo, Milwaukee'division of the road, 
liic section crews .on this line have been 
reduced from' fourteen to six men, say 
section bosses. It is said that usuall/ 
twor.ty men arc required to do the work 
of a crew at this season of the year. 


All work of improvements have been 


practically stopped, except in cases of 
necessity. It is claimed that fourteen 
crews engaged in hauling grave! fron 
pits in this section, have been discharged 
on account of the sudden retrenchment 
of the company. 


The Chicago, and Northwestern roai' 


has discharged more than 4,000 men dur- 
ing the last days, according to reports 
The reason for the wholesale reduction is 
said to lie in the injunction- restraining 
roads from, making the expected .advances 
in freight rates.

said to bo. marvelous. That they are 
,thc si rouges t mineral waters in use can 
' ho proven by * careful study of the an- 


ilysis published in connection with the 
many bath houses here. 


The waters arc secured from deep 


wells, ranging in depth from SOO feel, to 
]:j(lO feet and the deeper the well the 
stronger is the mineral water obtained; 
but the increased strength is principally 
in sodium, (common salt). Old pioneers, 
who have lived here for more than CO 
years will tell you that late in the eigh- 
teenth century this place was discovered 
on th« Clinton river. It was heavily 
timbered with white nuk and other hard- 
wood trees, and the first industry was 
that of cooperage, and thousands of bar- 
rels were made and shipped to Xew Ik'd- 
ford, Massachusetts for the barreling of 
whale oil.

The railroad rate bill has passed the 


senate by a vote of 50 to 12, with all 
Republicans voting for and twelve-Dem- 
ocrats against. The bill an «mended 
omits the contested points^ such as legal- 
izing traffic agreements, avowing roads 
to hold stock in competing linos and to 
buy control where already o.wBing1 half- 
of the stock, regulating stock and bbnd 
issues and the permitting of one or more 
members of the Commission to conduct 
inquiries and issue orders; such to be re- 
viewed by the Commission in ca«e of ap- 
peal.

Among the amendments that, went 


through WAS that of the suspension of 
rates by the Commission pending examin- 
ation of same, the period allowed Com- 
mission being from 120 days to ten 
months. The Commission is permitted 
to make through rates and .through 
routes. The long and short haul clause 
remains with guards that no road may 
destroy water 
competition. 
Another 


good point if, that Commission orders 
take effect within, thirty days and re- 
main so for two years. The GomnjiBsion 
may, on its own volition, suspend new 
rates, classifications, and charges for 120 
days pending an investigation, and then 
•or a further six months if more time is 
required. Shippers 
are permitted. ' to 


route their own freight when they use 
more than one road. Other points are in 
the line of proteetion to shippers. There 
in nothing-in the senate bill as relates to 
the railroads shipping their own products 
over their linen, the supreme court in its 
decision practically saying they could, 
this by a. stock device easily employed 
by the roads.
